THE SIXTY-THIRD REPORT OF THE REGISTRAR-GENERAL ON THE 
VITAL STATISTICS OF QUEENSLAND FOR THE YEAR 1922. 


The 1922 Annual Report on the Vital Statistics for the State of Queensland is 
herewith presented, the following tables enumerating and classifying the Births, Marriages, 
and Deaths, which occurred during the year. 


On the 4th day of April, 1921, the Commonwealth Government took a Census of 
the people of Australia, but the compilation of the tables and report thereon is still 
incomplete. 


The Estimated Mean Population of the State was 782,890 persons, on which figure 
the Birth, Marriage, and Death Rates have been based. 


BIRTHS. 


The Births registered during the year numbered 19,988, which is a decrease of 345 
on the record established last year. 


Of the foregoing 10,264 were males and 9,724 females. These figures indicate a 
very unsatisfactory state of affairs which is reflected in the birthrate by a fall of 1-06 per 
thousand of the mean population from 26-59 in 1921 to 25-53 in 1922. 


There were 919 infants born out of wedlock, of whom 497 were males and 422 
females. 


During the year 178 children (87 males and 91 females) were given legal rights of 
children born in wedlock under the provisions of ‘“ The Legitimation Act of 1899.” 


MARRIAGES. 


There were 5,876 marriages solemnized in Queensland during 1922, a decrease of 
89 on last year’s figures. The marriage rate fell from 7:80 in 1921 to 7-51 in 1922, a 
decline of 0:29. This is a matter for serious consideration as the decline in the number 


of marriages celebrated is almost certain to be followed by a still lower birthrate. 


The total number of Marriages registered during the year was 5,876, of which 
5,677 were celebrated by Ministers of Religion as follows, and 199 couples were married 
by Registrar :—

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DEATHS. 


The Deaths numbered 7,153, of whom 4,372 were males and 2,781 females. This 
represents an increase of 10 on those of the previous year. The death rate per 1,000 of 
the mean population, however, shows a decline of 0-20 per cent. on that of the previous 
year. This is a matter for congratulation due, perhaps, to the activity of the preventive 
measures adopted towards the introduction of Epidemic Diseases and their suppression.

Again, as in 1921, it is gratifying to be able to report a decrease in the Infantile 
Mortality ;-the rate falling from 5-41 in 1921 to 5-05 in 1922.
